GOLD IN AUSTRALIA, 


The Stories of Wenderfally Rich Dis 
covertes Fully Confirmed. ;

On 
June 31 they packed it in a cart, and land- 
ed the treasure at the Union Bank. The 
manager weighed the gold, and it turned 
the scales at 4,280 ounces.

AT THE SAULT. 
The New Canal ene feme Fratarrs 
Adopted From English Methods, 


The new canal at Sault Ste. Marie 
Mich., is noted as presenting some special 
features adopted from the English methods, 
says the New York Sun. It appears that 
a coffer-dam of timber crib-work, filled 
with clay, was constructed the length of 
the canal to keep the water from the site 
where the work woes in progress.

Ina word, it isa fleet 
that the country need not be afraid to pit 
against thet of any country in the world. 
And this fleet has been collected without 
interfering with the foreign service. Such 
a feat could only be performed by the 
nation that won the German Emperor's 
friendship by showing him fifteen miles of 
warships moored stem to stem. The power 
represented by sach a fleet as the present 
ean hardly be estimated. The best way to 
obtain an approximate idea is to come 
aboard one of the battleships, says the 
Royal Sovereign.

CHEAP NEW WHEAT. 


The New Crop t« Coming on the Western 
Markets in Umstinted Quantity. 


Notwithstanding the low price of wheat, 
farmers in all parts of the world continue 
apparently to devote as mary acres to that 
cerealas ever. The tendency of a great 
decline in price to cause a curtailment of 
production is held in check nowadays more 
than ever before by devices to lower the 
cost. This does not apply to wheat-raising 
o much as to manufacturing industry, yet 
wheat can now be raised ata lower cost 


than it ever could. Even if it could not, 
farmers would continue to grow it, for 
there is no other grain that would make a 
better return on the same ground. The 
evidence that there is not is the fact that 


NO OTHER GRAIN. 
is rE wheat as a staple agricultural 
product. But if the farmers are restricted 
in the economies applicable to wheat-rais- 
ing, and if it is impossible for the oost of 
production to keep pace with the price in 
ite downward movement, there is room for 
compensating development ia other lines of 
agriculture, to which the farmers are 
iving attention. In their butter, cheese, 
f, eggs, poultry, and minor products 
the farmers have sources ot wealth that 
were neglected when wheat was high. 
They now raise alsike and clover-seed as 
well, which is a new source ot income. The 
new wheat crop is coming on the Weatern 
markets, particularly Chicago and Duluth, 
in almcet unstinted quantity, Sellers 
have learnt the futility of holding back for 
as rise. Moreover, the farmers of the 
Western States have had a reality of hard 
times undreamt of by our farmers, and 
they want the money. Hence their free 
offerings eo early in the new crop year have 
the effect of preventing that rue which 
usually begine now and obtains for a month 
or two. 
THE ENGLISH MARKET 

is leas firm than it was, for thetame reason, 
People who have to buy their bread will oe 
to hear that it is not likely to be 
during the next twelvemonth than 
it was during last. People who have to 
sell their wheat will beequally sorry. But 
low prices for wheat are nothing new. We 
have had to endure them for two years. 
Our farmers have made some pr to- 
wards accommodating themselves to the new 
conditions thus introduced. They will make 
still further headway in coping with low 
wheat prices by increasing the yield and 
the number and the value of their products. 
They have stood these extraordinary low 
prices for two years, and they will stand 
them better next year. Not only have they 
been adjusting themselves to the state of 
things ind by cheap wheat, but there 
have been other adjustments, such aa the 
lower tariff, here and in the United States. 
Even if this crop of wheat is to be sold for 
as little as the last, farmers are likely to be 

better off than they were a yevr ago.

Assizes at Belleville. 


Belleville, Sept. 13.—“ In 40 years 
I cannot recalla Hastings Assize 
withent a criminal charge to try, 
said Mr. Northrup, the clerk, and 
so the traditional white gloves were 
received with dignified and grace- 
ful acknowledgement by Mr Justice 
Meredith, the presiding judge.

BELLEVILLE, Sept.15.—Mr. Justice 
Meredith has fairly earned the title 
of “peace maker” by causing the 
settlement of no less than three 
ominous looking slander and malic- 
ious prosecution cases at the Hast- 
ings Assizes yesterday. Harford 
Ashley was an official of the Fox- 
boro cheese factory, and certain re- 
marks not flattering to his probity 
had been uttered by the tongue of 
Mr. Thresher, touching the former's 
dealings with the proceeds of a big 
cheese sale. This precipitated an 
action for slander, said to be the 
second as an outcome of the present 
trouble. At the trial yesterday the 
difficulty appeared due to a mis- 
understanding between the parties, 
and at an opportune moment his 
lordship,by some well chosen words 
of conciliation, seconded by Mr. W. 
R. Riddell, Q.C., and Mr. C. E.Lyons, 
representing Ashley, and Mr. F. E. 
O Flynn for Thresher, the breach 
was healed and a settlement effect- 
ed. Then at the door of another 
cheese factory, so to speak, at Carlow, 
away north in Hastings, sprang up 
on the same day another slander 
and a malicious prosecution case. 
William Hynes, inopportunely as it 
appeared, insisted on expounding 
the milk factory law, and demand- 
ing a settlement of his milk account 
atadirectors’ meeting, refusing to 
be silenced till his demands were 
satisfied. A commotion ensning, 
| Squire McLean, who presided, called

In Loudon they still preserve 
something of their ancient nization, 
Their sho 
arm and hammer at the door, The jewel- 
lers do the work of which the goldbeaters 
formerly had a monopoly, and the electro- 
typers, too, have taken some of it. Silver 
haa largely superseded gold tor decorative 
aud ornamental uses, and thin gold leaf pre- 
pared by a machine process supplies many 
of the requirements of those artists and 
artisans tormerly requiring the labor of 
goldbeaters. Years ago the oraft of the nail- 
maker was a separate and distinct one. 
Blackamitha,quick at handling and shaping 
hot iron made nails by hand, and this was an 
established industry. Nowadays nails are a 
machine product, manufactu by the hun- 
dred gross, and the nailmaker, with his 
small shop, his hammer, his anvil, and his 
bellows, has been left behind in the march 
of progress. Another trade, or business, 
which has sustained almost a complete 
transformation, and has been nearly blotted 
out within a few years, is the business of 
stairbuilding. This was a separate brench 
of the carpenter's trade, and men trained to 
build stairs did nothing else. They had 
usually small workshops, their business 
being with carpenters and builders, and not 
with landlords and agents, aa u rule; and 
therefore they did not find it necessary to 
advertise themselves. Wooden stairs are 
now put together by machinery, and are 
bought by builders ready made from fac - 
tories. This has shut out most of the stair 
builders, though a few of them are atill to 
be found. Iron staircases, too, have largely 
superseded in modern built houses those of 
wood. All of these changes, while in juati- 
ous to the material interests of individuals, 
have, in the main, greatly served the pub- 
lic by cheapening wonderfally the parchase 
price of auch articles of manufacture to con- 
sumers, and thereby widening immeasur- 
ably the number of persons able to procure 
such commodities. Among unprogressive 
persons the extinction or decadence of 
some trades is deplored, but abler men, 
with their faces set toward the future, see 
nothing but general good to the community 
in the changes we have mentioned. 


LABRADOR'S GREAT FALLS. 


Mesars. Lew and Eaten Retura from Their 
Your of Expieration—An immense 
Lake Feand~—Palls (hat Darf Niagara 
~Miiles ef Valuable tren Ore. 

Sixty thousand square milesof an iron 
bearing formation, a new lake larger than 
Grande Lac Mistassini,and the proof of the 
fact that the big falls of the Hamilton river 


are the largest in America, if not in the 
world, are amongst some of the many dis- 
coveries of value made by Messrs. Low and 
Eaton on their sixteen months’ exploration 
of the interior of the great Labrador penin 
sula, which has terminated by the return 
of the explorers to Quebec and their 
disbandment the other day. After trav- 
ersing Labrador last year from south to 
north, and «ailing from Ungava bay to 
Hamilton inlet, where they spent the win- 
ter, Messre. Low and Eaton ascended the 
Hamilton river to the grand falls on ice, 
and succeeded in taking a splendid lot of 
photographs of it with ice cones and other 
surroundings. The remains of the burned 
boat belonging to the Bowdoin College ex- 

ition were found below the falls, and, 
urther on, the bottle containing a record 
of their trip to that point. 

The river, falls feet in leas than six 
miles, with one clear steep fall of more than 
300 feet. The stream above the falls is as 
large as the Ottawa, Below the falls it 
narrows into a canyon of only 30 or 40 feet 
wide with steep walls on either side hun- 
dreds of feet high. Mr. Low brought back 
beautiful imens of Labradorite of the 
most valuable kind of the gem. It existe in 
large quantities. 

he iron ore deposits to which reference 
has been made extend from latitude 50 to 
Ungava, and are very rich. Whole mount- 
ains of the ore were found correspondin 
with the ore of Marquette, Michigan, an 
containing millions ot tons. The large lake, 
Michikamaw, in the north-east is more than 
100 miles not narrow and full of isl- 
ands like Mistassini, but from 30 to 50 
miles wide, Several lakes larger than Lake 
St. John were seen by the party. Ths 
country to the north is « perfect network 
of waterways, and these contain such fish 
in abundance as ouananiche, brook and lake 
tract, whitefish etc.

Preserve your Fruit Trees. 

An authority on the cultivation of 
fruit gays that it is worth the time and 
attention of the farmer in every section 
of the country to do something in the 
way of ridding their apple trees of 
worms and other vermin which may do 
them infinite damage. Just now in 
many neighborhoods, caterpillars are 
very numerous among the apple and 
cherry trees,and are doing great damage. 
The injury they inflict will not be limit- 
ed to this season. and unless active steps 
are taken to prevent, these insects or 
their descendants will be on hand 
another year to continue the work of 
destruction. It is estimated that a tenth 
of the insects now on the trees, should 
they survive the winter, would multiply 
sufficiently to destroy all the fruit foil- 
age next spring. Almost every farmer 
has more or less fruit trees, and they 
are well worth preserving,

THEY WILL DEMAND A HEAP OF

Torosto, Sept. 15.—The Pat- 
rons of Industry held an open meet- 
ing in Temperance hall yesterday 
evening. Joseph L. Haycock, M. 
L. A. for Frontenac, was unanimous- 
ly chosen as leader. They will 
demand the following legislation 
next session: 

Resolved, That there be an enact- 
ment to render it a violation of the 
independence of parliament to 
accept a pass from any railway, 
steamboat, or other transportation 
company. 

Resolved, That the payment of 
any sum for Lieutenant-Governor's 
clerk hire or servant's fees by the 
Ontario government or for the 
turnishing of a free residence or 
supplies of any kind to that official 
be hereafter prohibited by legisla- 
tion. 

Resolved, That beyond the salary 
attached to any office there should 
be no allowance or gratuity to any 
employee of the government for 
living expenses or for any other 
purpose, 
PAYMENT OF FEES. 

Resolved, That while we approve 
of the principle of the payment of 
fees, the amount retained by officials 
should be fixed by a fair remunera- 
tion for the services rendered, and 
that the balance of fees be paid 
into the treasury of the municipality 
and taxed as general revenue. 

Resolved, That a bill should be 
passed in accordance with plank 
No, 7 of the Patron's platform, that 
the existing system of county 
officers be continued ; that office be 
held during efficiency and good 
behavior. 

Resolved, That clause 16, of the 
Medical act be repealed and that 
the power of the Medical council to 
annul the certificate of any physi- 
cian regularly authorized by the 


faculty of any duly chartered col-) 


lege to practice medicine be abrog- 
ated and that all charges of fraud 
or wrong-doing made against any 
medical men shall be tried by the 
ordinary course on the same princi- 
ples as applies to criminal acts com- 
mitted by others.

MacWherrell to Hang Oct. 1. 
THE MINISTER OF JUSTICE REFUSES A 

NEW TRIAL. 


Walter MacWherrell who brat- 
ally stabbed to death James 
Williams and his wife, Eliza, of the 
middle road, Toronto township, on 
Dec. 14th, 1893, will be hanged by 
the neck until he is dead in the 
courtyard of Brampton jail, on Mon- 
day, Oct. 1. 

County Crown Attorney McFad- 
den on Saturday last received a 
telegram from the Deputy Minister 
ot Justice, stating that Sir John 
Thompson had carefully gone over 
the evidence produced at the trial, 
and the report of Mr. Justice Fer- 
guson, the presiding judge, and 
saw no reason why a new trial 
should be granted. 

The prisoner's counsel will now 
endeavor to secure a commutation 
of the sentence of MacWherrell to 
imprisonment for life, but there is 
little probability of his efforts being 
successful, for if there ever was a 
ease where the full penalty of the 
law should be meted out to a 
murderer, it should be carried into 
effect in the case of the murder of 
the Williams couple, as a more 
brutal slanghter than that of the 
Middle-road has never been record- 
ed in the criminal annals of Canada.

Apple Snow.—Strain two teacupfuls of 
atewed sour apples and when it is cold add 
one cupful of sugar (powdered) and the 
partially beaten whites of three eggs, and 
whip the mixture until light and stiff. 
Heat half a pint of milk boiling hot; beat 
the yolks of three eggs and three table- 
spoonfuls of sugar 3 stir them into 
the milk, remove immediately from the 
fire and flavor with vanilla. Heap the 
apples in the centre of a serving dish, pour 

@ sauce around it and serve cold. 

Apple Padding.—Pare, quarter, and 
core enough sour apples to filla pudding 
mould twothirds full: season with butter 
and spice, and add enough water to stew. 
Make a dough as for tea biscuit, cover the 
apples neatly and cut openings for the es- 
cape of steam. Invert another mould ef 
the same size over the top, cook fifteen 
minutes on top of the stove and finish in a 
moderate oven. Serve hot with any sauce 
preferred, 

Apple Bread Padding.—Butter slices of 
"tale bread, and arrange alternately in a 
pudding dish with thinly sliced sour apples.

The losses this will entail upon the farmers 
are unprecedented. This year seventy-six 
millions of acres were sown with corn ih 
the United States. That is four millions 
more than the acreage devoted to corn in 
1893, and six millions more than the acre- 


‘age in 1892. Nevertheless there is a short- 
age, as compared with last year, of 300,000, - 
000 bushels, and as compared with 1801, of 
760,000,000 bushels. To express the loss 
in figures with any degree of accuracy ia of 
course impossible, since values have doubr- 
leas been affected by the shortage. It is 
safe to say, however, that the droaght has 
taken from one to two hundred million 
dollars out of the pockets of the United 
States farmer in the matter of corn alone. 
Despite the remarkable shrinkage the corn 
crop of 1894 reachos in the republic 1,300,- 
000,000 bushels, so that nothing like a corn 
famine is to be teared. It is expected, 
however, that the shor in vorn, which 
is grown mainly to feed pigs, will enhance 
the value of pork. The increased price of 
the food will make it profitable for Cana- 
dians to feed wheat to pigs, so that we in 
this country may possibly profit by the loss 
of our neighbors. In other respecta, too, 
their cropa have fallen below the normal 
yield,

production, but in thatitem Canada has 
also suffered. Theearly rains destroyed 
much that was planted, and what was left 
fell a prey, in many parts of the country, 
to the drought. The United States crop 
of barley is light. About one-third of it 
has been d ed by the unfavorable 
weather. This has an important signifi- 
cance to the Ontario farmer. The yield of 
barley inthe United States is 14,000,000 
bushels less than it was in 1893, which 
was not by any means a good year. In 
Ontario the conditions have been unfavor- 
able for barley, but owing to the inere ed 
acerage sown we shall have a larger crop 
than was available in 1893. This, oon 
sidering the United States shortage, and 
the uction of duty, should find a ready 
market at good prices. To compensate for 
his losses, the United States farmer has a 
fairly good yield of wheat, but in this 
respect Canadians have done eren better.

being 1.3 per cent, but in the preceding 
year it was 3.6 percent. Still, down to 
the latest date there is a well-maintained 
gain relatively to the population, the num - 
ber of letters per head for the last two 
years being forty-seven, as against thirty- 
seven mine years earlier. The postal 
cards delivered last year were 248,500,000, 
an increase of 1.6 percent. But the great 
increase was that of 7.3 per cent in 
the gronp composed of beok packets, 
circulars, and samples, the actual number 
being 574,300,000, or very nearly 15 per 
head of the population. Of newspapers the 
number was 164,900,000, the increase being 
1.3 per cent. Altogether there ip a total 
of 2,799,500, constituting an increase of 24 
per cent. and an average of 72.7 per head.

Weather Indications. 

An old sailor gives the following as 
some of his views and observations on 
the weather and the signs indicating 
the various changes: He says they 
are infallible. ‘* Mares’ tails” appear- 
ing after clear weather show the track 
of the wind in the sky. A rosy sunset 
predicts fair weather. A red sky in 
the morning foretells bad weather. A 
gray sky in the morning means fine 
weather. If the first streaks of light 
at dawn are seen above a bank of 
clouds, look out for wind; if they are 
close to or on the horizon, the weather 
will be fair. In general, soft, delicate 
colors in the sky. with infinite forms 
of clouds, means fair weather; gaudy, 
unusual colors and hard-edged clouds 
mean rain and probably wind. A dark 
gloomy, blue sky is windy; but a 
bright, light blue sky indicates fine 
weather. Generally, the softer the 
clouds look the less wind (but perhaps 
more rain) may be expected—and the 
harder, more “greasy,” rolled, tufted 
or ragged the stronger the coming 
wind will prove. A bright yellow sky 
at sunset presages wind ; a pale yellow, 
west, orange or copper-colored, wind 
and rain, These are some of the most 
important points about weather, and 
maders of Tae Review who care to 
keep themselves posted on the weather 
should make a note of them.

John White ex-M. P. for East Hast 
ings is dead ! 

The announcement of this aad event. 
which occurred at Victoria, British Col- 
umbia yesterday, was 80 little expected 
here that it will be received almost with 
incredulity by many of our readers. It 
is, however, unfort y true. 

Yesterday afternoon Mre. White re- 
ceived a telegram from Victoria, British 
Columbia, stating that her husband 
was very ill from kidney trouble, and 
asking her to hurry to his bedside. 

Two hours later she received another 
despatch stating that Mr. White had 
passed away whilst undergoing an 
operation. 

John White was born in Donegal, 


Ireland, in 1883, and there received his 


education. Whilst a youth he emi- 
grated to Canada and settled in this 
county, he finding employment as a 
laborer, and afterwards learning the 
trade of a moulder ina foundry. In 
the course of a few years he started in 
business on a small scale in Roslin, and 
gradually began to take a warm inter- 
est in public affairs, He was first 
elected to represent East Hastings in 
the House of Commons in 1871, again 
in 1872, 1874, 1878, 1882. In 1887 he 
was defeated by the late S. B. Burdett, 
and he did not again offer for lia- 
ment. He was three times elected Reeve 


of Tyendinaga. 

Besides his business at Roslin, Mr. 
White was also for several years as- 
sociated with his brother James in an 
agricultural implement factory in 
Madoc, but in late years he had been 

in business operations of con- 
siderable magnitude in British Col- 


umbia.
